McCoy to appeal liquor denial

Selectman Michael McCoy will 
appeal the decision by the board of 
selectmen to-refuse his application 
for a liquor license for his Lowell 
Street restaurant, according to a 
letter to the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
from Attorney Daniel J. O'Connell, 
III, of Boston. 

The bulk of that letter, along with 
another letter sent to selectmer 
from O'Connell seeking a reconsid- 
eration from that board, was read 
into public record at Monday's 
meeting by Selectman Robert Cain. 
At a recommendation from Select- 
man Jim Rooney, Chairman Diane 
Allan stopped Cain from finishing 
reading the letter to the ABCC, 
because she said it involved 
"possible litigation” and should have 
been addressed in executive session. 

But Cain's purpose was served, 
and the liquor license issue, which 
has remained the hot political topic 
in town since the board denied 
McCoy by a 2-2 vote Aug. 21, was 
thrust even deeper into the public 
eye. 

“Just to let it go away like it's not 
happening is not being honest," Cain 
said Tuesday. "Those [residents] 
who were against the license and for 
it should be aware that it's going to 
be appealed.” 

The primary motive behind the 
appeal to the ABCC comes in an 
allegation from O'Connell that 
Allan - who along with Selectman 
Dan Wandell, voted against the 
license, with Cain and Rooney 
voting in favor - “demonstrated a 
bias and prejudice against [McCoy] 
and therefore should not have voted 
regarding this application." The 
letter adds that “full details 
concerning the bias of the 
seleetwoman involved will be 
presented at the [ABCC] hearing..." 

Allan denied the allegation of bias 
and criticized Cain for reading the 
two letters. 

"I had every right to take part in 
that [hearing]," Allan stated Tues- 
day. "I think it was very unpro- 
fessional of [Cain] to read those 
articles. They were to be discussed 
in executive session and I think he 
knew that.” 

For his part, McCoy was silent on 
the issue at the meeting, stating only 
that if the matter were discussed in 
executive session, he would leave 
the room. 

But Tuesday, McCoy reiterated 
his complaints that the board, and 
particularly Allan, acted with 
political vengeance in denying the 
liquor license. 

"It's because of politics and it's 
really sad," said McCoy, who hired 
O'Connell in place of local attorney 
John Callan, who argued McCoy's 
case before selectmen last month 
and in July of 1994, when the board 
also rejected his application for lack 
of a majority. 

"lL was very happy with John 
Callan," McCoy emphasized, but 
said he was enlisting a “heavy 
hitter" in O'Connell. "I'm taking 
this very seriously because it's 
affecting my livelihood and my wife 
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and family," McCoy stated. 

A spokeswoman for the ABCC 
said Wednesday that the appeal 
hearing for McCoy had not yet been 
scheduled. There will be a 30-day 
notice between scheduling and the 
hearing. Following that hearing, 
the ABCC will make a written 
recommendation to selectmen, after 
which that board will hold another 
public hearing to discuss the appli- 
cation. 

The board of selectmen is the final 
licensing authority and is not 
beholden to any ABCC recommen- 
dation. However; following an 
ABCC opinion and new local 
hearing, McCoy, if rejected again, 
could appeal the decision to 
Superior Court, a move he said he is 
willing to make, but hopes he 
doesn't have to. 

"If that's what it has to come down 
to I'm willing to go the whole 
route," he sdid. "The bottom line 
here is the law and the law is 
absolutely on my side.... I hope it

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday approved a local 
initiative program application that 
will allow local residents Al 
Fiorenza and Jim Sheridan, Jr. to 
build a 36-home development off 
West Street. 

The subdivision will include nine 
affordable homes, seven of which 
Wilmington residents will be given 
priority in obtaining through a 
Wilmington Housing Partnership 
lottery. 

The three-bedroom, one-and-a- 
half bath homes will be built on 
7,500 square foot lots and sell for 
between $169,900 and $189,900 at 
market rate and a flat $94,500 for 
the affordable units. 

Sheridan said that the developers 
would "probably not be able to start 
until the spring," but hope to have 
all the-units sold within the next 18 
months - probably by the middle of 
1997. 

The development will go on land 
privately owned by Fiorenza along 
West Street, across the street from 
his Casa Di Fior banquet facilities. 
It will feature a one-road access, 


doesn't have to come to the point 
where a judge has to decide it." 
McCoy met all the legal 
requirements of the board of 
selectmen as far as restaurant 
dimensions and method of opera- 
tion. He also had favorable recom- 
mendations from the chief of police, 
the building inspector and the board 
of health. The board of health last 
year recommended against the 
license, but this year, after McCoy 
had plans for an enlarged septic 
system at his restaurant approved, 
the board reversed that decision. 
"...There was no legal reason for 
the Board of Selectmen to deny the 
application..." O'Connell wrote. 
But Allan said she based her 
decision on the input of abutters to 
Michael's Place, the same criteria 
Wandell, who is not accused of bias 
in the letter to the ABCC, 
employed. 
"Public interest is to be taken into 
account,” Allan said, “that’s why we 
have a public hearing." 


from West Street, with a second 
road, featuring two cul-de-sacs 
constructed parallel to West. 

The next step is for a public 
hearing to be held with the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals and 
the state Executive. Office of 
Community Development, which 
oversees affordable housing devel- 
opments in the commonwealth, 

EOCD says that a community must 
make progress towards having a 
minimum of 10 percent of its 
residential dwellings classified as 
affordable housing. The housing 
partnership currently estimates 
Wilmington's percentage to be at six 
percent. 

"The town needs to be making 
progress toward 10 percent of 
residential units in town being 
affordable," said Carole Hamilton, 
of the housing partnership, and that, 
despite some opposition to another 
housing development built on small 
house lots in town, was the 
compelling factor for the board.

North Andover," said former 
selectman Charles Boylen. "If you

and their schemes, you're going to 
turn Wilmington into Chelsea 
before you're done.” 

But Selectmen Chairman Diane 
Allan pointed out that EOCD could 
approve the development on its own 
and leave the town without any say 
and with no guarantee that any of 
the nine affordable units would go 
to Wilmington residents. 

“I don't think at this time that the 
board of selectmen has an 
alternative at this point," said Allan, 
who acknowledged there are 
tradeoffs to building affordable 
housing and density is one of them 
"I do believe that the process they 
have now is a better one in that it 
allows the developer to work with 
the town,”

Selecumen Chairman Diane Allan 
delivered an update on the pending 
MassHighway Dept. Route 62 
bridge project to selectmen Monday 
night with essentially this message 
delay. 

The bid date for the project has 
been pushed back from Sept. 26 to 
Nov. 14 and it is now clear that 
there will be no construction begun 
until the spring of 1996, Allan indi- 
cated.

After that, the bridge itself 
located on the Burlington Avenue 
side of Route 62, will be recon

Allan said that parking along Main 
Street will be restricted during that 
final phase of construction, Because 
of that, she told the board, the town 
should proceed immediately with 
plans for securing temporary 
parking for patrons of Main Street 
businesses near the intersection

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Town-wide clean-up Saturday

Wilmington residents will take to 
wetlands across the town this 
Saturday with a singular purpose: to 
rid the areas of debris, both natural 
and manmade, as part of the 2nd 
Annual Wilmington Watershed 
Cleanup. 

Close to 60 residents have already 
registered for the cleanup, but 
volunteer coordinator Martha 
Stevenson, of the Wilmington 
Watershed Cleanup Committee, said 
many more than that have indicated 
they will participate. 

“We're hopeful that we'll hav 
good turnout," Stevenson said. "It's 
lots of fun, you get a sense of civic 
pride and you get a chance to meet a 
lot of people you might not bump 
into otherwise." 

Anyone can register on the day of 
the cleanup, beginning at 9:00 a.m 
behind Town Hall. The cleanup will 
tun until around 3:00, including a 
celebration for volunteers at the 
cleanup headquarters. 

Stevenson said all residents are 
encouraged to come and help out 
for,at least an hour. Work clothes, 
particularly long pants and boots 
(waders are ideal), are important. 
The Wilmington DPW will supply 
gloves and trash bags to volunteers. 

Children who accompany parents 
will not be supervised by cleanup 
coordinators, Stevenson said. 
Parents are responsible for all 
children, and they should be 
brought only if they can participate 
safely and productively. 


Once the volunteers are in order, 
they'll hit the streams - and other 
wetlands in town. 

A traveling crew will clean out all 
the culverts in town of the silt, sand 
and mud that accumulates in the 
bottom of the passageways and 
impedes the flow of water. There 
will also be some work done around 
Town Hall, which was a main focus 
area last year. 

Silver Lake will get some atten 
tion, too, as two.local, certified 
divers will get help cleaning out the 
pond from several volunteers in 
canoes. A nearby town-owned 
parcel of land along Wild Avenue 
will also be purged of trash, tires, 
debris and branches. 

The wetland area behind the 
library is also targeted for a going 
over, while another cleanup crew 
will tackle the pond at Rotary Park. 

In addition, several neighborhood 
groups will pitch in to make their 
neck of the watershed a litle 
cleaner. 

Residents in the Veranda Avenue 
area will once again do their part, 
while members of the Suncrest 
Avenue neighborhood will remove 
brush from the wetlands at the 
comer of Suncrest and West Sweet, 
And one resident volunteered to 
remove a 55-gallon drum and 
miscellaneous debris from a small 
site off Forest Street. 

On Monday, the DPW will pick- 
up all the various wetlands debris 
collected. The cleanup committe is 
encouraging all residents to cleanup 
their own wetlands, with a call to let 
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the committee know it is being 
done. That way, Stevenson said, the 
DPW will know where to make 
pick-ups. All debris will be collec 
ted, as long as it has come from 
town wetlands. 

A volunteers celebration will 
follow, with locally donated cook 
out food and door prizes for 
officially registered volunteers, 
including T-shirts donated by 
Kelley & Ko., Northeast Develop- 
ment, and Universe Construction. 

In addition, the Wilmington 
Recycling Committee will have 
composting bins for sale as well as 
free information on composting and 
recycling 

The cleanup committee is com 
prised of town conservation agent 
John Keeley, along with Iva Ride- 
out, Ann Linehan.and Stevenson 
They will be helped Saturday by the 
conservation commission, the 
DPW, the Local Builders Assoc 
the Ipswich River Watershed 
Assoc., Friends of Lubbers Brook 
and others.

Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School has reported a nearly seven 
percent jump in enrollment over 
last year.

Stone's in the Garden 


Perennial care 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 

I harvested all the onions and 

shallots and turned over the soil in 

the garden bed. Rather than plant a 

cover crop or let the area rest. I will 

put it to winter use as a nursery for 
perennial plants. 


Despite their name most 
perennials are not care free 
additions to or gardens. In fact 


perennials are not perennials if they 
are not cared for. Many plants 
become overgrown and fail to 
flower after two to three years in 
the same spot. Other plants can 
grow too large for their flower bed 
and need to be divided. 

I split perennials both in the spring 
and in the fall. The heat of mid 
summer is the only time that you 
should avoid for this task, as roots 
can be burnt and you interrupt the 
flowering cycle. It is a good rule of 
thumb to split plants either before 
they set their flowers or after they 
have flowered. Division should not 
occur so late in the s¢ason that plant 
roots do not have a chance to 
become established in their new 
location. 

Now, early in the fall, | am 
dividing day lilies, ground phlox 
(Phlox subtulata), iris, hardy 
geraniums, pecnies, lily bulbs and 
monarda (bee balm). These plants 
blossomed from June through 
August and have had a chance to 
recuperate or go dormant after the 
flowering process. I will continue to 
split other plants into early October 
including tall phlox (Phlox carolina 
or Phlox paniculata), rudebeckia, 
and coreopsis. These plants are still 
currently in bloom and are too 
beautiful to interrupt. Late 
blooming plants, such as asters and 
chrysanthemums, will be split in the 
spring if needed. 

There are three easy steps to 
dividing a perennial. First dig up 
and lift the entire plant and shake 
away excess dirt. Then divide the 
plant into clumps, discarding any 
spent and woody areas of the plant. 
(For fine rooted plants, like phlox 
and coreopsis, a good size division 
is about four to six inches in

diameter. Other thick rooted plants, 
such as iris, daylily and hosta, can 
be divided into smaller plants. Just 
be sure that each plant division has a 
clear leaf shoot and root system.) I 
finally trim the tops of each division 
replant and water thoroughly 

Now, before frosty nights set in, is 
also a good time to propagate 
perennials and some annuals from 
stem cuttings. Annual geraniums 
(pelargonium), herb plants like sage 
and rosemary, artemesias and phlox 
can also be progagated by soft stem 
cuttings. Simply take a three inch 
cutting from the top soft wood, dip 
it in water and then in rooting 
hormone, and plant. Plants that are 
not frost hardy, such as rosemary 
and annual geraniums can be taken 
indoors before the frost of winter 
sets in, 

This year, as we all know,the soil 
is very dry. This will make 
perennial division very easy, since 
dry soil is light soil. But ample 
watering will be the key to healthy

Reading Light spending $41,409 
to collect $16,000 


by Ken Maguire 

The Town of Reading Municipal 
Light Department (RMLD) has 
spent $41,409 in legal fees, 
through June 30, in a legal suit 
against the Town of Wilmington. 
So reported the newspaper, Times 
Chronicle, Reading edition, last 
Friday. 

The suit is against delinquent 
Wilmington customers. It was filed 
last January in the Middlesex 
Superior Court, and was brought 
because Wilmington refuses to 
comply with a state statute 
requiring the town to place liens 
against property owners who are 
delinquent in payment to the-light 
department, 

The statute is designed to protect 
delinquent customers from being 
entirely shut off. Other towns 
serviced by the RMLD (Reading, 
‘North Reading and Lynnfield) have 
complied with the statute, 
Wilmington, however says that 
does not want to be a "collection 
agency.” 

The RMLD has said that the 
$16,000 could go uncollected 
without the liens, forcing other 
customers to pick up the cost. 
Likewise, Wilmington wonders 
who will pick up the $41,409 in 
RMLD legal fees. 

Wilmington's Town Counsel, 
Alan Altman, has said that he is 
“Really amazed at the apparent lack 
of judgment on the behalf of the 
management of the RMLD, to 
squander the reserves of the 
ratepayers who ultimately will be 
called upon to pay these monies." 

The General Manager of the 
RMLD has said that the light 
department has a commitment to 
treat all four towns equally. 

: Rucker (the general manager) 
‘told the Reading paper that: "We're

spending the money because it's 
fundamentally not fair. That's the 
fundamental principal. This was a 
clear legal case." 

The case is ongoing, and is 
currently in the discovery phase 

The RMLD legal fees were 
released to the office of the 
secretary of state last weck 
Although publicly owned, the 
RMLD felt its fees were not for 
public perusal. But Altman was 
successful in an appeal to have 
them released under the Freedom 
of Information Act 

Released were four bills from the 
Boston based law firm of Rubin 
and Rudman. They date back to 
November 7, 1994, when Rubin 
and Rudman began researching the 
case for the RMLD. 

From Nov. 7, 1994 through June 
30, 1995, Rubin and Rudman billed 
the RMLD for 427 hours. That's 
an average of just under $100 per 
hour on the $41,409, 

Alan Altman, town counsel of 
Wilmington is paid approximately 
$75,000 annually. He said he has 


fees expended, Altman's time on 
the RMLD case has cost the town 
of Wilmington $3,920. Alunan said 
he can document the hours, if 
asked to do so. 

Despite the statute, Altman said 
he believes Wilmington is not 
breaking the law. He said the town 
Joes not have knowledge of the 
exact amount owed and would 
therefore incur liability if a lien 
was applicd and billing mistakes 
made. 

As an alternative, Altman said the 
RMLD can spend $4.89 to begin a 
small claims complaint in Woburn 
District Court against delinquent 
customers, Or, he said, a real estate 
attachment” could be applied by a 
judge. 

Both sides have discussed the 
possibility of working on new 
legislation, but that option is 
currently dead in the water. 

You're not going to get that 
statute changed if everyone doesn't 
agree,” Rucker said

The Cape Ann League welcome 
mat for the WHS varsity football 
team read “go back to the MVC," as 
the Wildcats suffered a 21-0 loss to 
Newburyport Friday night. Instead 
of getting welcomed with milk and 
cookies, Wilmington gave up five 
turnovers and three touchdowns in 
their league opener. 

Is it time to switch leagues again? 
How about the Commonwealth 
League? Maybe there is an opening 
in a Saturday afternoon flag football 
league. Perhaps every game could 
be a father-son contest. 

Kidding aside, Wilmington did 
hold their dwn in front of a packed 
house at the Clipper's stadium. 
Newburyport's first touchdown 
came on their opening drive; they 
added their second with just seven 
seconds left in the half and their 
third on a fake field goal attempt 
with a little over two minutes left to 


play in the game. 

Turnovers, as usual, cost Wil- 
mington the game. 

"You can't have as many 


turnovers as we did [five, and three 
recovered fumbled snaps] and 
expect to win, You just can't,” said 
head coach Gerry Sullivan. 

"I thought we made too many 
mistakes. There were some good 
things and some bad things that we 
saw and I'll have to see if there is 
anymore when I watch the films," 
Sullivan said. 

Junior Rich Gillis (1-3, 8 yards) 
started the game at quarterback for 
Wilmington. After the third series, 
in which he was shaken up a bit, he 
exited to have his younger brother 
Tim (no, he is not a lefty, which I 
said he was - don't ask what I was 
thinking) come in, Tim ended the 
evening with a line of 7-13, 53 
yards and two interceptions. 

Despite the last note, the younger 
Gillis did pretty well for not having 


that many previous varsity snaps gam 


under his belt, Sullivan said after 
the game that he didn't know who 
would start next Saturday. 

Wilmington's first series went 
three and out and they gained just 
three yards on a dive play by 
running back Billy Harrison (10 
carries for 39 yards). 

Newburyport then took over from 
Wilmington's 38-yard line and it 
took them only four plays to get 
eight points on the scoreboard. The 
big play of the series was a 37-yard 
pass from quarterback Steve Ladd 
to Brett Bashaw that took Newbury- 
port to the one yard line, where 
Bashaw was knocked out of bounds. 
Bashaw then scored the first Clipper 
touchdown on the next play. The 
score then read 8-0 after the 
Clippers scored on the two point 
conversion and already the large 
contingent of Wilmington fans was 
restless. 

Wilmington's next series demon- 

strated a little promise. Rich Gillis 
had two runs for a combined 13 
yards after he faked separate 
handoffs both to the left, while he 
rolled out to the right. 
However, after those two gains, 
the Clipper defense seemed to 
already know the play calling of 
Wilmington as they crushed both 
Harrison and Sean Kerrigan (6 
carries for 16 yards) on three 
seperate dive plays up the middle, 
on which Wilmington gained just 
three yards total. Again, Wil- 
mington sent in the punting squad. 

On the other end of the spectrum - 
defense, that is - Tim Gillis, playing 
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bring the offensive team back onto 
the field at the Newburyport 49- 
yard line. 

After a fumbled snap, Tim Gillis 
entered the game at QB and spread 
out the offense when he hit wide-out 
Steve Ritucci for a three-yard gain. 
The next pass was incomplete and 
Dave DiPasquale had to punt for the 
third time in just the first quarter. 

After the first quarter ended, 
Wilmington looked into the books 
and saw they only had three yards in 
the air and 19 on the ground on 
eight carries. Their opponent, on 
the other hand, had 42 in the air and 
21 on the ground for a total of 63 
compared to Wilmington's 22. 

Newburyport's first series of the 
second half appeared to put the 
finishing touches on Wilmington. 
They had two successful run plays 
called back and one of those was a 
46-yarder in which Harrison was 
the lone defender and Bashaw, who 
was carrying the ball, collided with 
his teammate who was trying to 
block Harrison out of the way. 

In that series alone, the Clippers 
would have had 90 yards - they 
ended with 14 because of penalties 
and they were forced to punt to 
their own 48-yard line. 

Wilmington then came out on fire. 
Brian Carroll was first in line and 
he gained five yards on a pitch from 
Tim Gillis. Kerrigan followed with 
another dive play call and he gained 
two yards to have third-and-three at 
the 45. 

Tim Gillis continued Wil- 
mington's momentum when he hit 
Harrison with a pass and the 
running back made an excellent cut 
back move for a five-yard gain and 
a first down. Ritucci gained eight 
more on his second reception of the 
game, and Kerrigan gained five 
more for another first down. That 
set-up what could have and would 
have been the turning point of the 


eC. 
With first-and-ten at the 27-yard 
line and less than four minutes left 
in the first half, Harrison took a 
handoff and made a beautiful run 
up the middle and through their 
defense. He went all the way to 
about the five-yard line, where it 
appeared he was hit by two 
defenders, which caused Harrison to 
cough up the ball. Newburyport, in 
an end zone pile-up, walked away 
with the ball, for a touchback. 

"I'm not sure what happened on 
that play. My players told me that 
we still had the ball in the end zone. 
But, it didn't get called that way and 
that's life. You can't cry over 
spilled milk,” Sullivan said. 

That play could have turned the 

entire game around. But, it didn't. 
Newburyport took over and scored 
their second touchdown six plays 
later with seven seconds left in the 
half on a ten-yard completion to a 
wide open Dave Mintz in the end 
zone. 
Going into the locker room, while 
the Boston College band played for 
twenty minutes, Sullivan and his 
depleted coaching staff had to find a 
way to get the offense going. The 
defense was doing a decent job but 
the offense was really struggling. 

The first half, the Wildcat defense 
held their opponent to 153 yards. 
Amazingly in the third quarter, they 
were nearly unstoppable, sur- 
rending just 19 total yards and four 
of those came on the ground. And 
in the final quarter, the Clipper 
running game gained just seven 
yards, while Wilmington's second- 
ary gave up 37 yards. Only eleven 


yards on the ground in the one half 
is definitely some ground work to 
build on. 

Despite the defense playing pretty 
strong throughout the game, the 
offense really couldn't iron out 
their wrong-doings. 

In their first series of the second 
half, after a great catch by Carroll 
on a deceiving fake handoff to 
Harrison, Wilmington fumbled the 
ball for their third time. 

The next series went seven plays 
until a pass was intercepted by 
Barber. Wilmington appeared to 
have something brewing on that 
series, as they gained 30 yards while 
notching their fifth and sixth first 
downs of the game. 

And yes, the next time the offense 
came out on the field, another 
interception occurred and this time 
the ball bounced right off the chest 
of one of Wilmington's receivers 
into the hands of a Newburyport 
defender. 

Newburyport put on the final 
touches with a series consisting of a 
flea-flicker for 23 yards and a fake 
field goal attempt that ended up a 
touchdown pass for 19 yards. And 
the outcome was 21-0. 

Even without a Cape Ann League 
point, Wilmington can at least take 
pride in their defense. 

"The defense did pretty well. 1 was 
happy for the most part with them. 
They made some mistakes but we 
will work on them. But, the offense 
does need a lot of work," Sullivan 
stated. 

The entire defensive squad 
chipped in, DiPasquale came up big 
when he chased and sacked Ladd for 
a 14-yard loss. Both Pat O'Toole 
and Matt Haskamp combined for 
another sack. Kerrigan, Tom Burke

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Bishop saved Bamberg's position

Over this past summer, last year's 
WHS boys varsity soccer goal- 
tender, Joe Bamberg, was tragically 
injured in Chicago. At first it was 
thought that he was paralyzed, but 
as of right now he is in therapy and 
working his way back up. 

When head coach Dick.Scanlon 
found out about Joe's accident, he 
was shocked, in a state of disbelief 
and, most of all, sad. As was the rest 
of the team, 

This season, the team has 
dedicated the season to their friend, 
classmate and teammate - and 
perhaps, the best keeper in the MVC 

Joe Bamberg. 

But, Scanlon still needed someone 
to guard the goal. 

fter thinking about who he 
wanted to replace Bamberg, Scan- 
lon called senior Darren Bishop to 
the rescue, And after last Friday's 

1-1 debut against Manchester, in 
which Bishop saved the game with 
less than ten seconds left on an 
incredible save he tipped over the 
net, Scanlon's thinking was right on 
larget 

Darren had a great game. We 
need him to do that every game," 
said Scanlon, 

Bishop played goalie his first two 
years of high school soccer for the 
junior varsity team. He then decided 
to play out of the nets as a forward/ 
halfback in his junior season, When 
Scanlon called Bishop over the 
summer to see if he would go back 
to the nets, Bishop jumped at the 
chance - anything to help his team- 
mates out, 

One of Bishop's teammates from 
last year, Paul Heigham, passed the 
fact that Bamberg was injured and 
later that Bishop was the new 
netminder to Tewksbury High 
School varsity soccer coach Steve 
Levine. Heigham was helping 
Levine, who was running a goalie 
clinic at the Andover Soccer Camp 

‘at Phillips Academy during August. 
». Levine called Scanlon, who called 
Bishop, and the new netminder once 
‘again jumped at the chance to learn 
“more skills at the difficult position, 
from Levine, 

"When Darren got into the camp 
he didn't know much about goal- 
‘lending. He just wanted to help out 
‘his teammates," said Levine, who 
also taught Bamberg in the same 
camp. 

"Joe was the heart and soul of that 
team. And when a goalie goes down, 
you don't want the rest of the team 
to go down. Dick [Scanlon] gets a lot 
out of a little from all of his kids. 
All of them that I have met have 
been great kids and Darren is one of 
them. Darren came and worked 
extremely hard, he was intense, he 
listened very well and left there as 
someone who could step in and help 
his teammates out," said Levine. 

Bishop said he owes a lot of credit 
to Levine for his help. 
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"He did a lot for me. I really didn't 
know much and now I do. He made 
the camp a lot of fun and I really 
like him a lot," Bishon said. 

Levine said that Bishop did have 
the aggressiveness to be in the nets 
but he did need to iron some kinks 
out, And with 22 goalies in the 
camp, he didn't get to see Darren 
perform in front of real play. 

"I think Darren will only get 
better with more game experience. 
There he will learn to communicate 
with his defense and get com- 
fortable with them. He will learn 
when to come out of the net and 
when to stay back. I'm all for 
Darren, I'll be paying close 
attention to him. I think he will 
really help his team - just hopefully 
he won't beat us [Tewksbury] on 
Saturday." 

Bishop said after the 1-1 tie that 
about a week ago, he and the rest of 
the team paid a visit to Bamberg 
And according to Bishop, Bamberg 
was very comical when he 
that Bishop was taking his place. 
"Great - you finally get to play," he 
said to Bishop. 

Bishop's debut was a smashing 
success. He made six saves and he 
had no chance on the lone goal 
against him 

In the first half, Bishop came out 
of the net and smothered the ball on 
a 3-on-1 opportunity for Man- 
chester in which it looked as if the 
Wilmington defense invited them in 
with no restraints. Bishop helped 
out his teammates with the big save, 
and the team responded by playing 
much better from that point on. 

"Darren came up with some big 
saves, That one was big and so was 
the one in the end of the game. They 
both saved the game for us,” 
Scanlon said. 

Scanlon was right. With less than 
ten seconds left to play, Manchester 
put on some heavy last-minute 
pressure, From about fifteen feet 
out, a shot came in on Bishop. 
Bishop admitted that he wasn't 
anticipating the bullet that came in 
at him, rather, he was waiting for a 
chip shot. The ball came in, and 
Bishop dove up to his left and tipped 
the ball over the net to squelch any 
thoughts of a Cape Ann League 
debut loss for the Wildcats. 

"That was a little nerve racking. I 
wasn't expecting a shot like that - it 
really surprised me," admitted 
Bishop. 

A footnote concerning something 
Levine told Bishop in camp: every 
goalie stinks, Levine said that when 
a goal gets past the keeper, everyone 
immediately turns and says the 
keeper stinks. But, as Levine states, 
all goals go through tcn defenders 
before they even get to the goal and 
keepers, like Bishop, can't let the 
inevitible scores get to them 

"A goalie’'s success happens when 
he has confidence.

After 
installation, the purchaser is 
the owner of the equipment 
and the insurance installation 
floater is no longer in force. 


IF YOU INSTALL equip- 
ment, It should be 
Insured until installation 
is completed.

Picture golfing, with a bow and arrow

Question: What do you get when 
you combine golf and bowhunting? 

No, not a foursome shooting their 
balls at the green with a bow, nor a 
guy in cammies sighting down on a 
pair of hideous plaid pants. 

The answer is "3-D," 

The sport of "3-D archery" is 
growing rapidly, nationwide, and 
it's fun, The contest sees archers 
firing arrows at life-sized animal 
targets (or 3-D targets) with better 
scores for accurate shots, much 
like golf. But instead of the targets 
being all lined up, they're scattered 
in the woods along marked trails. , 

Golf would be boring if all of the 
targets were in a line, and 3-D is no 
different. And much as it would 
be whoppingly expensive to own a 
golf course, so too would it empty 
your wallet to buy a menagerie of 
life-sized foam animal targets, 

Tewksbury Rod & Gun Club held 
a 3-D shoot on Sunday. A normal 
turnout for a 3-D shoot runs from 
a low of 70 archers to a high of 300 
or more. Sunday's weather was 
great, the competition was friendly 
and everyone had fun. 

Entry fee for a 3-D shoot is mere 
peanuts. Adults paid $5 to enter, $3 
for "senior youth" entrants and the 
younger kids shoot for free, The 
Tewksbury R&G kitchen was open 
for breakfast, too. 

Much like golf, entrants gather in 
foursomes, or whatever assembly, 
and travel together in the field. 

"Station #1 -- ELK" is written on 
a paper plate, tacked to a stake. A 
life-sized elk, made of arrow-stop- 
ping foam, stands inside the tree- 
line a few yards off. Leading up to 
the elk are color-coded stakes in 
the ground: Orange pegs for adult 
division (and the longest shots), a 
red stake for senior youth and a 
green stick for young shooters (the 
shortest shot.) The stakes remind 
one of "women's tees" in golf. 

One by one, archers put one foot 
against the stake, and take one shot 
at the target -- only one. (Sorry, no 
“mulligans" here.) The elk's side 
has indentations marking the heart 
and the lung. Shooters get 10 points 
for a heart hit, 5 for a lung hit, and 
one point if you hit the target but 
miss the vitals. Naturally, no points 
are scored for missing the critter. 

How far is that elk? Aha! There's 
the rub! Gauging range is a crucial 
skill for 3-D archers, as it is for 
bowhunters, Shooters would never 
ask each other what range was used 
for their shot, except humorously. 

The second half of the challenge 
is hitting the target, naturally. You 
either hit it ("nice shot, Fred") or 
you don't. Again, much like golf. 

All arrows must have "field" tips, 
because the expensive foam targets 
would be shredded in short order if 
razor broadheads were used, 


Everyone takes a shot, then the 
gang strolls up to the target to pull 
their arrows and jot down scores. 
Unlike golf, a following foursome 
waits until the target is completely 
cleared before they start shooting. 
(Imagine yelling "FORE!" Ow!) 


Once the elk target is done, the 
group strolls over to "Station #2 -- 
BEAR" where a large 3-D black 
bear stands in a menacing pose. But 
there's a twist: the shot at the bear 
must be taken from a 10-foot plat- 
form, to simulate shooting from a 
tree stand. 

You did practice shooting from a 
tree stand, didn't you? It's not the 
same as shooting from the ground, 
and you only get one shot, bunky! 

After the bear, everyone heads to 
Station #3 -- DOE, then Station #4 
-- BUCK, and so on through the 
30-station 3-D course. Some shots 
must be taken kneeling, some are 
longer that you think, and some are 
downright nasty. I seem to recall 
seeing a 3-D foam carp anchored in 
the little stream at Tewksbury Rod 
& Gun a few years back. Does that 
mean, like, bow-fishing? Gulp! 

One target in Tewksbury this past 
Sunday -- the Javalope -- is a joke. 
It's a 3-D black Javelina (wild pig) 
wearing antlers. No such critter. 

The archers swap hunting stories 
and compare equipment while they 
stroll from station to station. They 
all have fun 3-D stories to tell, such 
as the "Bent-Arrow Bob" Flaherty 
tale. Seems Bob's arrows have this 
nose for hardwood trees (Hi, Bob! 
Missed you on Sunday!) 

It's fun, the competition can be as 
sharp as you want it to be, and most 
clubs award trophies at the end of 
the day. Tewksbury R&G holds a 
number of 3-D shoots during the 
year, Centerville Sportsmen's Club 
in Dracut has a nifty course, and 
die-hard 3-D shooters can follow a 
circuit of contests held at clubs all 
over New England. 

Next time you see a sign that says 
"3-D SHOOT TODAY" -- dust off 
your bow and follow the arrows to 
the sportsman's club. A good time 
awaits you in the woods.

An architectural masterpiece 
that’s loaded with history 


The statue of Loami Baldwin 
sits over-looking this important 
slice of American history, 
almost like he’s protecting it. 

Over 200 years ago Baldwin 
was a colonel in the American 
Revolutionary Army and at the 
same time he was a gifted engi- 
neer who had dreams of a canal 
that would run from Lowell 
through his native Woburn to 
Boston. 

As cars race by on route 128 
drivers can glance to the north 
and see two testaments to 
Baldwin, the 1790 house and the 
Baldwin Mansion (now 
Baldwin's Restaurant). 

Both homes have weathered 
almost impossible odds to stand 
testament to Baldwin and a 
period of American history 
known for its Federalist archi- 
tecture. 

Both homes are products of 
the period and the beauty of its 
architects and builders. Both in 
many ways are the same as the 
days in which Baldwin would 
walk in front of them dreaming 
of his canal. 

The 1790 house (shown at 
right) sits just north of the traf- 
fic circle on route 38 heading 
toward Wilmington. Through its 
tumultuous history it has been 
many things, a church parson- 
age, a restaurant, a vacant 
home waiting for the return of 
Count Rumford, noted inventor. 
It was reportedly a hideout for 
slaves during the days of the

“Underground Railroad”. It .was 
here that Baldwin chose in 1804 
to have the Grand Ball opening 
the Middlesex Canal. (See artist 
rendering in the Interiors sec- 
tion of today’s Middlesex East). 

Oh, so loaded with history. 

‘To commemorate the entire 
area, a park was established 

between the 1790 house and the 
Baldwin Restaurant. There are 
a number of monuments and 
memorials in the park including 
a time capsule, a salute to three 
Woburnites that made history at 
Lexington and Concord and a 
plaque describing “Baldwin 
Landing” one of the official stop- 
ping spots along the Middlesex 
Canal. There is even a very 
viewable section of the 
Middlesex Canal, one of the few 
that are still observable. 

The 1790 house is presently 
listed in Washington as an offi- 
cial American historical home.

Wakefield 


Wakefield Superintendent of 
Schools Terrance Holmes has 
announced the appointment of 
Rosemary DiTullio as the 
Wakefield schools new director 
of curriculum and instruction. 

School administrators includ- 
ed the position in the '95-’96 
school budget after Town 
Meeting approved the plan last 
spring. About 67 applicants 
applied for the position which is 
expected to pay between $55,000 
and $68,000. 

DiTullio, who holds a mas- 


*ter’s in education from Salem 


State, will be responsible for 
coordinating all student pro- 
grams with principals and direc- 
tors; providing leadership in the 
development of curriculum; 
insuring the quality of education 
in town; identifying various 
areas that need improvement; 
developing ways to evaluate the 
effectiveness \ of programs 
already in place; and looking 
into and obtaining any and all 
grants that might improve local 
curriculum. 


Lifelong learning 
As part of the new curricu- 
lum framework - based on state 
education reform requirements - 
now being developed for the 
Melrose schools, Horace Mann 
Principal Dr. Judy DeLuca and 
educational consultant Dr. Mary 
MeMackin, a Lesley College fac- 
ulty member, have developed the 
following guidelines for parents 
of elementary school children. 


Parents of children in grades 
K-2 who want to be part of their 
children’s education should do 
the following, according to a 
Melrose paper: read aloud daily 
to their children; provide a bal- 
ance of active and quiet activi- 
ties; spend time listening and 
talking with their children; 
establish appropriate sleep 
schedules; take advantage of 
available resources - libraries 
and school music programs, 
etc.; attend plays, concerts and 
visit museums; provide a vari- 
ety of reading materials; if pos- 
sible invest in a computer and 
software for all subject areas; 
and provide opportunities for 
their children to use math in 
everyday situations. 

They should also encourage 
children to write frequently, 
problem solve and think critical- 
ly; meet with their child's prin- 
cipal and teacher; show an 
interest in their child’s school 
work; set aside a prescribed 
time each day to practice read- 
ing; and have children become 
increasingly responsible for 
their own school work, and the 
organization of their daily activ- 
ities. 

Parents with children in 
grades three through five should 
promote self-confidence and 
self-esteem; provide a variety of 
reading materials; establish spe- 
cific times for independent read- 
ing each night; tell their chil- 
dren they value education; limit 
the time spent talking on the 
telephone, watching TV, playing 
video games; establish house- 
hold responsibilities for their 
children; and impart the impor- 
tance of respect for others.

Parents should also expose 
their children to situations that 
enhance awareness of different 
cultures; encourage the use of 
the Melrose Public Library; and 
help their children understand 
the concerns of the world 
around them.

This flick follows the advice 
of its three main characters, as 
it certainly does everything with 
style. It also plays it very safe, 
always opting to be warm and 
fuzzy, thus sidestepping any- 
thing even remotely sexuaf, 


especially sex between men in 
tights. Of course, it is exactly 
this middle of the road approach 
that will most help such a tarted 
up road trip appeal to Middle 
America. 

And truth be told, it is very 
much worth the price of a ticket 
just to see Patrick Swayze, 
Wesley Snipes, and John 


Leguizamo sashay and sway. 
Snipes and Swayze are the win- 
ners of a beauty contest who 
take pity on Leguizamo and 
bring him along as they travel 
to Hollywood for a national 
pageant. The odd title is taken 
from a photograph swiped from 
a Chinese restaurant at the 
onset of their journey. 

Director Beeban Kidron 
makes sure we only see these 
men in their original state but 
once, at the beginning of the 
film when they are slathering on 
their female personas. It was a 
wise choice, because it helps us 
to accept that this is a lifestyle 
and not a lark, especially when 
we see them dressed in neg- 
ligees and nighties at bedtime. 


One look at that famous drag- 
ster, RuPaul, (who has a cameo) 
and you just know that drag 
queens love a production. True 
to that fact, everything is over- 
done. Not only do our heroines 
overdress, but they cat fight and 
carry on with good-spirited 
abandon. Actually, the success 
of this flick is that it’s a very 
sweet faritasy, as these three 
cross dressers are the closest 
things to fairy godmothers a 
depressing Midwestern hamlet 
has ever seen. 

The story really begins when 
their pretty, but unreliable '67 
caddy breaks down near the 
dusty, dead end of town. Under 
the guidance of mother hen 
Vida Boheme (Swayze), the trio 
proceed to just fix everything,

but that makes it all such fun. 
And though some of the dia- 
logue is the film’s weak point, as 
it often simpers instead of siz- 
zles, there are also quite a few 
funny references tossed off so 
quickly you may not even catch 
them all. 

And as for those glittery per- 
formances? Well, it will come as 
no surprise if Swayze and/or 
Leguizamo garner Oscar nomi- 
nations. Swayze, who is a big 


» man, but also a dancer, moves 


with amazing grace. Cloaked in 
1940's-like costumes that help 
hide those big shoulders, he also 
looks simply mahvelous. His 
performance as a caretaker who 
hides his own emotional needs 
never misses a high-heeled step. 


Leguizamo is the comic 
relief, playing the drag equiva- 
lent of an inner city ingenue. 
Sexy and street tough, his per- 
formance is on par ‘with 
Swayze’s. The weak link is 
Snipes. Not only is he the least 
convincing in a wig, but he had 
to mouth the most inane dia- 
logue. Down a step from Snipes 
is Chris Penn as a homophobic, 
Bubba of a sheriff who foams at 
the mouth at the thought of men 
in women’s clothing. The char- 
acter was written as broad 
comic relief, but this is already 
a comedy, ‘so his presence is 
much too heavy handed. 

A few flaws are not enough to 
close your mascaraed eyes to 
this bubbly, fluffy comedy. Not 
only is it extremely humanistic 
but its seams are always 


straight.

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counter, and raise the oven an 
additional six inches to reduce 
bending. 

Selecting a location for wall- 
oven and microwave installation 
requires special consideration. 
Since the microwave is used 
much more frequently, Krengel 
suggests moving the oven- 
microwave unit closer to the 


central work triangle area. One ~ 


idea is to convert an under-the- 
counter wall-oven cabinet to a 
microwave-plus-oven unit, with 
a cubbyhole above the oven for 
the microwave. A pullout cutting

Window coverings are as important as windows
